THE STORM. 

Every fouthern mail brings additional 
accounts of the devaftations made by the 
late hurricane. 

A levter from Charlefton, of the 16:h 
Sept. received at New-York, ftates, that 
bufinefs is nearly at an end fince the hurri- 
cane—that it has deflroyed the hopes of 
the merchant and planter—that what the 
caterpillar had left of the cotton, is rujn. 
ed—that the leaves of the live-oak and ev. 
ergreen are blighted and tnrned yellow, 
and chat trees and fhrubs more tender ap- 
pear as if a fire had been kindled under 
them. The letter adds, that the wharves 
are wafhed away to !ow water mark, and 
that fhips, &c. are drove upon, and up ine 
to the heads of docks, wherethey lay that- 
tered, and muft be dug out. 

In the vicinity of Savannah, the rice as 
well as cotton is wholly cut off ; and it is 
eftimated that the damage cone to build. 
ings, wharves, goods and fhipping, in Sa- 
vannah, is from 350,000, to 500,000 dol- 
lars. So violent was the florm, that nota 
veflige of the former buildings on Cock. 
{pur ifland remain, and the furlace of the 
iffand 1s much below its formerheipht. A 
cannon, weiphing 4600 lbs. was carried 30 
or 40 feet from its pofition—a bar of lead 
weighing 9009 Ibs. was carried 100 teet— 
cafes of cannifter fhot, from 100 to 200 
feet, and mufkets [cattered a]! over theifl- 
and. Reuben Armfrong, William Crafts, 
Daniel Lacy, Thomas Moor, Jofeph 
John Glynn, Samuel] M. Wil- 
liams, and john S. Nicoll, beionging to 
Fort Green, loft their lives. 

It is ftated in a letter from Savannah, of 
the igth ult. that it is growing fickly there, 
from the very difagreeable itench which 
arifes from purid anima! and vegitable 
fubftances lodged on the low Jand planta- 
tions in the vicinity, in the late gale. Up. 
wards of 500 head of fheep, horfes and 
cows, are faid to be lying in Mr. Clay's 
fields, that drifted from Movufeman’s ifl- 
and. So great isthe fiench that the inhab- 
itants of the city, particularly under the 
Bluff, are obliged to keep their doors and 
windows fhut, {prinkle the floors with vin 
egar, and burn tar and brimflone. 

The hurricane was feverely {elt at St. 


Simons. Maj. Butler loft his crop of rice, 
and 19 negroes. At Broughton’s ifland, 
one man loft his crop and upwards o! 7¢ 
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negroes. 
loft all his buildings and 2 negroes, At 
Sunbury almoft every chimney was level- 
led, and three houfes were blown down. 
All the boats on the plantations oppofite to 
Sunbury, were loft, except two. Many 
people fuffered greatly in the lofs of their 
buildings—one man loft 5 negroes, with 
ail his horfes and other ftock. 

A gentleman from May River, ftates 
(fays a Sav. pap.) that the deftruétion in 
that quarter was indeed dreadtul : Inde- 

endent of the lofs of crops, all the cotton 
and negro houfes, machines, &c. were 
completely fwept off. On Hutchinfon’s 
Ifland Mr. Oliver loft 41 negroes, his over- 
feer, wite and two children drowned— Mr. 
Proftor, ten negroes, drowned; and his 
daughter, Mrs. Skirving, wife of Dr. Skirv- 
ing, and her young child killed by the fall- 
ing of the dwelling-houfe—A capita! ftock 
of cattle ranging on this Ifland were all 
{wept off.
